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Fund Remembers Aviation 
Student’s Passion for Planes.

The creation of the David LaMar Memo- 

rial Fund gives future pilots at UNO’s Avia- 

tion Institute the chance to soar even higher. 
LaMar, a UNO senior majoring in avia- 


tion administration, died in plane crash in ° 


Ohio, Dec. 20, said Marlene LaMar, David's 
mother. 
In an interview Sunday, Mrs. LaMar said 


that David’s love of aviation started when he | 


was young. “Since he was a kid he always 
said he wanted to fly.” 

After LaMar graduated from Millard 
South, he went to the University of Ne- 


braska-Lincoln where he studied engineer- - 


ing. But this wasn’t his calling, Mrs, LaMar. 
said, 

LaMar transferred to Louisiana Tech his 
sophomore year because it was a highly rec- 
ommended aviation school. But then during 


- the summer, he came home and began flying 


at the UNO Aviation Institute, Mrs. LaMar 
said, 

“David was so impressed by the instruc- 
tors and the quality of education that hecould 
get here, that he decided it was of higher 
caliber than what he was getting in Louisi- 
ana, So he transferred back-his junior year,” 

Denney Acheson, professor in the UNO 


«Aviation listitiite, said-LaMar-was.a.dedi-. ... 


cated studefit and had been selected as the top 
_ aviation studies major last spring. 

“He was an excellent student and really 
was a joy to have in class. He was very 
‘dedicated to a career in aviation,” Acheson 
said. 

Mrs,. LaMar said her son’s goal was ta 
becdme a commercial airline pilot. David 
‘had received all of his professional flight 
designation. ce 

“There are a number aft m. First you get 
your pilot’s license, then you get your instru- 


ment rating ... he had gone through every 


professional designation he could receive 
until he could get enough hours. That was 
what he was working on — building up the 
hours so he could get on to an airline. or 
freight line or something that would build 
him hours to get on toa commercial airline.” 

Mrs. LaMar said that her son loved avia- 
tion because of the freedom and the peace he 
found in flying. 

~“His flight instructors have told methathe 
was a very, very natural pilot. They could tell 
him before they left the ground what he was 
going to do and show him once, and he would 
pick it up and do it perfectly the next several 
times, He just seemed to be a natural at it.” 

LaMar was a pilot and flight instructor at 
Sky Harbor at Eppley Airfield in Omaha.and 
had about 14 students at the time of his death. 
Mrs. LaMar-said that several of her son’s

students have written her to extend their 
appreciation over having him as an instruc- 
tor. 

“David was knowledgeable, proficientand 
competent and always conducted himself in 
avery professional manner,” one of LaMar’s 
students wrote in-a letter. “During my train- 
ing he continually emphasized the impor- 
tance of safety ... It was because of his em- 
phasis on safety and his abilities as a flight 
instructor that I chose to study under him.” 

Another letter read: “He was always seri- 
ous, hard-working and conscientious and put 
110 percent effort into everything he'did. 1 
consider him to be one of the best students to 
go through the university training program.” 

The plane, a Cessna 310, which :was 
headed back to Omaha from-outside. Phila- 
delphia, went down near Mansfield, Ohio, 
Mrs. LaMar said. Also killed in the crash 
were LaMar’s friend and former student David 


_ Gonnion and Judge W. Fowler Sr., who had 


hired David as an instructor and had char- 
tered the plane to attend a business meeting. 
“Tt was a clear night and they were travel- 
ing at’ 10,000 feet,” she said. “ I’ve been told. 
‘that the plane went down in a rapid descent. 
The preliminary report pays that it impacted 
with w- sthe.. ground,”

the National Safety Transportation Board are 
going to start reconstructing the plane Jan. 
27. 

_Mrs, LaMar said the memorial fund, which 
was established through the University of 
Nebraska Foundation, will give some assis- 
tance to someone else who has ihat love and 
desire to, become.a pilot.

Die-hard bachelorettes living only to revo- 
lutionize their corporate cultures and bring 
discomfort to al! men, they could not bear 
. to think of any little girl emulating the 
dreaded stereotype of ‘nurturer.” They pro- 
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ceeded at great lengths to prescribe what 
“today’s young women” need to learn to 
succeed in life. 

Isn’t it ironic how the people who have 
no children of their own seem to overflow 
with parenting advice for those of us who 
do? I shudder at the thought of how they 
might contribute to a typical session of 
playing Barbies with my daughters. 

Our play begins by rounding up any and 
everything Barbie, as well as any miscella- 
neous small toys laying around the house, 
and placing the items in a large pile. 

Next, my five- 
year-old desig- 
. Mates the scene 
_ we will set up, 
making sure to 
utilize every item 
in the pile. Typi- 
cal scenes include 
a restaurant, the- 
ater, classroom, and party. (Perhaps as the 
girls get older, we will expand our reper- 
toire to include a NOW rally or CEO meet- 
ing with Barbie and board members.) 

As a parent, the work required to get to 
this point is rewarded tenfold. The children 
become so engrossed in the process of 
setting up the scene, it’s as if they actually 
become one of the characters, carrying on 
conversations, discussing the various rela- 
tionships among dolls, and incorporating 
their own thoughts, questions, and dreams, 
fluently and openly. Anatomical propor- 


tions are never a consideration nor are 


gender roles. Anyone can be anything they 
want to be. 


Frequently, my two-year-old selects her * 


favorite two dolls, a black woman and 
small white boy. They dance, sing, and 
breastfeed. She is also fond of the Native 
American man in full warrior regalia, who 
can usually be found embracing Sleeping 
Beauty. 

My five year-old is fond of extended 
families, comprised of members from sev- 
eral ethnic backgrounds. If one mother is 
good, two must be better because many 
times, the family is headed by two mothers, 
married and in love. Some of the older 
dolls are not in the best shape, dirty, be- 
draggled. They are treated delicately and 
with special kindness, often taking on 
prominent roles such as that of teacher or 
grandparent. ; 

Sitting with my Barbie doll unobtru- 
sively alongside my daughters, as play- 
mate or doll come-to-life, I am at once 
child and pathfinder. Although the dolls in 
our collection are slightly disproportionate 
in terms of their physique, they are repre- 
sented by all peoples and all lifestyles. But 
toachild, none of this is important. All that 
matters is that no person be left alone or 
unloved.

Not many major changes took place in the 
Milo Bail Student Center over the holiday 
break, and Dave Irvin, manager of facilities 
planning and management said by April, the 
changes will be noticed.

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Movie Puts ‘Heat’

Robert DeNiro and Al Pacino are together 
for the first time. Even though both starred in 
“Godfather II,” neither appeared on screen 
together, 


In Michael Mann’s latest film, “Heat,” the - 


greatest criticism is a narrative that keeps 
these two brilliant performers apart for three 
quarters of the film. 

“Heat” represents the idolized American 
film; a symbiotic relationship between the 
script, the performers and the director with a 
shared artistic vision that Hollywood has lost 
for the most part in recent memory. This is 
why “Heat” is one of the best films of 1995. 

The plot revoives around Neil McCauley 
(DeNiro) and his crew of professional thieves 
operating several meticulously planned, big 
money heists in Los Angeles. Following a 
precision theft of negotiable barrier bonds, 
McCauley’s crew kills three security guards. 
This stirs the attention of Robbery-Homicide 
Detective Vincent Hanna (Pacino) and ‘his 
own crew of eccentric major crimes unit de- 
tectives, | 

What follows is a game of cat and mouse. 
It is good-versus-evil; cops-versus-robbers 
and man-versus-man story. 

“Heat” is not your typical action film. Itis 
a deep, well thought out drama of character 
and duality where notevery character’ sinten- 
tions and persona are clear-cut and predict- 
able. 

In perhaps the most pivotal and perhaps 


finest scene, Pacino’s and DeNiro’s charac- 
ters stop their cat and mouse pursuit foracup _ 


of coffee together. 

The scene is filled with subtle ambiva- 
lence and adversarial, yet ultimately respect- 
ful, dialogue. It is here that the frantic pacing 
takes a break. This is an integral point in the 
narrative that seems to say this is not, by any 
means, a common action film. The scene 


- his loneliness and risk any 


possesses asurvivor’s intuition that for one to 
win, the other must meet a different end. 

Perhaps it is the characterization of these 
two performers that seems to make the scene. 
It’s clear these two are no longer just the 
characters, they are the charismatic personaof 
themselves, with perfect dialogue. 

An interesting subtext is the truncated state 
of each DeNiro’s and Pacino’s character's 


tenuous personal relationships; Pacino’s dis- 


tant wife, played by Diane Venora, and 
DeNiro’s reluctant yet satisfying relationship 
with a naive book store owner, played by Amy 
Brenneman. Pacino’s char- 
acter is unable and unwill- . 
ing to indulge the pain of his 
job to his alienated, yet lov- 
ing wife. DeNiro’s charac- 
ter is unwilling to indulge 


emotional commitment. 

Both are emotionally 
damaged, yet both are driven 
andcommitted to their work. 
They are very similar men, _ 
yetthey are the moral antith- : 
esis of each other. © 

ThethemeofMann’s film 
is an exploration of sub-cul- 
ture obsession with goodand 
evil. Mann has explored 
these conventions before, _ 
and they remain the aloof 
impossibility he continually 
asks. | 

In “Manhunter,” (1986) 
it was obsession with insan- 
ity and its relationship with 
evil, in “Thief” (1981) it was 
obsession for legitimacy and 
in “Heat,” it is an obsession 
with right and wrong, the paradox of ultimate 


Club Provides Safe, Respectable 
Entertainment for Black Patrons

It’s Friday night, where do you go? If 
you’re “down” enough to like the slam- 
ming sounds of DJ Mista Soull, I say go to 
the Parthenon club on 72nd and Cass streets, 

The music was “tight” and the dance 
floor was packed with bodies grooving to 
the hip-hop beats and raps that make you 

jump around. To my astonishment, the 
music was so smooth that the feeling was 
chill throughout the whole club. 

Security was walking around for the 
show, but no one got outrageous, which is 
a first in some local club scenes where 
primarily young adults are present. 

Some say the Parthenon club is “it,” but 
maybe it’s because of the clientele. 

I disagree. It’s cool because the DJ kept 
the party going until he broke in for the 
contest at midnight. 

In most places any sign of disrespect 
can mean a confrontation and fight. The 
night went smoothly during the time I was 
there. The fact that Friday night is a” black 
thang” for the club also shows the owner's 
respect for his patrons of color. 


A little note for the female readers: the. 


men outnumbered women in the club that 
night. Black men seem to like this particu- 
lar club. I also didn’t observe any disre- 
spect to any women in the club, so the male 
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patrons were not put in “check” by anyone. 

The atmosphere was right in every facet 
of the surroundings like the mid-sized dance 
floor, the colored -lights, the simple ar- 
rangement of floor design, and the place- 
ment of chairs and tables, The dance floor 
was roomy enough for the crowd to dance. 

The only flaws were the service, which 
was slow at the bar, and the aisles to the bar 
were blocked by people standing around. 
More bartenders and waitresses were needed 
and theworkers were just too slow; good- 
looking, but slow. 

I have evaluated a number of clubs in 
Omaha. The Parthenon gets a thumbs up 
because of its quality in musical selections 
and the DJ’s know-how,,. its security offic- 
ers, and its eye appeal. 

Students of African-American heritage 
need a place to party in Omaha where the 
dollar and clientele will be appreciated. 
There are only a number of such places. 
I’ve found that students seem to enjoy the 
Parthenon club on Friday nights and 

Cleopatra’s lounge on Sunday nights. 

These two clubs seem to be the only two 
where people of color, particularly black 
college students, are getting the feeling of 
togetherness and security.

Pacino's cop is not an all-righteous crime 
fighter, he is a flawed and sometimes callous 
man. DeNiro’s thief is not all only an 
annihilistic thug, They, like all men, are both 
good and bad. 

Itis the excellent cast of “Heat” that seems 
to set it apart. With the gathering of such 
varied performers as Jon Voight, Val Kilmer, 
Tom Sizemore, Wes Studi and Ashley Judd, 
each character is well-defined and yet in the 
end, the audience leaves wishing they had 
known each more in the nearly three hour 
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on the Competition 


running time. 

Mann’ sscript possesses keen dialogue and 
a well-constructed narrative that will most- 
likely garner Manna well-deserved Academy 
Award nomination. Mann polished the script 
for over a decade and he even directed a 
version of the script for television in 1989 
before reaching the tenuous mix of plot and 
characterization he does here. 

“Feat” is a great film and one worth see- 
ing. Itis especially suited for fans of the heist 
film and for those who appreciate the aggre- 
gate brilliance of such fine performances, .

The stage was set last weekend for 
three national wrestling powers to battle 
it out head-to-head on the mat and only 
the No. 3 ranked UNO Mavs charged 
through the weekend unscathed to re- 
main perfect on the season. , 
After knocking off North Central 


Mankato State on Friday and No. 6 
ranked Northern Colorado on Satur- 
day, UNO recorded its 10th straight 
NCC dual victory and improved to 3-0 
on the year. 
But with UNO’s win against 
Mankato State still in limbo with only 
the heavyweights left to do battle, the 
finish ignited a UNO Fieldhouse crowd 
of 250 as the final match went into 
overtime. 

When UNO’s lead was shaved to a 
slim 17-13 margin, returning Heavy- 
weight National Champion Tony

pin UNO’s All-American Heavyweight 
Wade Kroeze to propel MSU’s upset hopes. 

But Kroeze wouldn’t let his Mavs be 
corralled. 

Kroeze shot a takedown with only :49 
left in the match to go ahead of Kenning 3- 
2. Butas Kroeze tried torope as much riding 
time as possible, Kenning escaped with :09 
remaining to send the bout into overtime. 
Kenning prevailed with a takedown giving 
him the 5-3 decision, but he could only snare 
three team points for the win, which sealed 
UNO’s ninth consecutive conference win. 

“He really turned it on at the end,” UNO 
Head Coach Mike Denney said after the 
nail-biting, 17-16 UNO victory. “Wade 
performed really well on the mat tonight, 
along with some tough performances by 
Corry Royal and Pat Kelley. 

But we wrestled tired out there, espe- 
ially our-guys who've been fighting off 


that helps set the stage for the NCC tourna- 
ment come March.” 

But as the Mavs celebrated the sweet 
taste of victory, Mankato State Head Coach 
Jim Makovsky reflected back to what he said was a controversial 
point in the dual. 

Referee Phil Pisasale signaled a one-point escape as MSU's 
Travis Shives eluded the control of UNO’s Tony Johnson during the 
134-pound bout and tied the score up at 4-4, But Makovsky and his 
MSU fans who made the long trip from Minnesota said the riding- 
time clock continued to run to 1:01 in Johnson’s favor after Shives 
had escaped control and was in the neutral or “standing” position. 
(Wrestler’s who gain one minute or more of riding time by control- 
ling the top position receive one point at the end of the match.) 

The one-point for riding time was enough to earn Johnson the 5- 
4 decision when the final buzzer sounded as both coaches stormed 
towards the scorer’s table to plead their wrestler’s cases. 

“Some of our fans who had seen the one-point escape signated 
and the riding time clock continued to click from :59 to 1:01. That 
one point’s very crucial in a tight match,” Makovsky said. “It puts 
the referee in a tough position with a student running the clock, so 
the dual was left open after that. 

“We’re not blaming the loss solely on that, because we came 
down here to Omaha seeking identity and to win, and I think (UNO) 
did too. Mike (Denney) has got a good program going down here 
and we’re not trying to take anything away from that.” 

Denney said he felt the proper call was made, 

“It was right-on,” Denney said. “There wasn’t any error by the 
scorer’s table or the timer. It was just a good, tough wrestling 
match.” 

Throughout the dual, fans in the Fieldhouse rose to their feet with 
excitementas both teams left everything they had in them outon the 
mat. One of the night’s most dramatic finishes came in the 142 
pound bout. UNO’s Erin Daugherty, who was down 5-1 late in the 
third and final period, erupted with a head-throw takedown for two- 
points and nearly pinned MSU's John Alexander. an a

Houdini act with time running out may have been the decisive 
win for UNO’s one-point dual win. 

“My biggest obstacle this year has been my own mental 
confidence out there on the mat, because I think it’s just getting 
myself to believe that I can compete every time I step out there,” . 
Daugherty said after posting a gutsy 9-5 comeback, “But when 
Coach Denney gave me the look, and let me tell you that’s a 
powerful look, I don’t know what got into me, but it worked.” 

With the peaks came valleys in Friday nights dual, and UNO’s 
167 pound defending national champion and No. 1 ranked 
Ralphael Kizzee was no exception to the rule. 

Kizzee, who’s been fighting shoulder problems and illness for 
the past six weeks and has missed most of the practices during 
that period, fell 13-3 to MSU’s Steve Friedrich as did UNO’s lead 
atthetime. MSU pulled ahead 13-10. Oncethe exhausted Kizzee 
left the mat, his teammates responded by posting decisive w wins 
at 177 and 190 pounds. 

“Tf Ralph (Kizzee) has a bad match, I don’t know what comes 
over me,” 177 pounder Corry Royal said after pounding MSU’s 
Mokosso 16-5. “I just can’t sit back and act as if it doesn’t bother 
me, because now it reinforces that I need to really get after it on 
the mat.”
